‘Missing link comes to 


Albany frontage road 


@ An Eastshore-to- 
Buchanan connection is no 
longer just an illusion

ALBANY — Motorists can 
now drive from the Eastshore 
Highway to Buchanan Street af- 
ter the completion of a road con- 
nection giving faster access to 
firefighters and better access to 
the Eastshore Highway busi- 
nesses. 

The road has been opened 
since August after more than a 
year of construction 

For years, motorists have had 
the illusion of being able to drive 
from Buchanan Street to East- 
shore Highway. In reality, that 
was a dead end and motorists 
had to enter Eastshore Highway 
from Gilman Street in Berkeley. 

“That was really frustrating,” 
said assistant city administrator 
Ann Ritzma. 

The project provides access to 


| the businesses on Eastshore 


Highway from Buchanan Street, 


adds a connecting section of 
frontage road adjacent to Inter- 
state 80 as a traffic-congestion 
relief route, and completes a bi- 
cycle/pedestrian path from 
Buchanan Street to Eastshore 
Highway with a connection at 
Gilman Street. 

Dennis Murchison, a manager 
of Lumber Liquidators on East- 
shore Highway in Albany said 
the connection is bringing more 
business and making it safer for 
trucks, some of which were so 
big, they would drive backwards 
to get out of the street because 
they were unable to turn around. 

The connection, however, has 
received mixed reviews from 
other business owners and em- 
ployees who want access to In- 
terstate 80 and 580 from the 
Eastshore Highway at Buchanan 
Street. 

As now configured, one would 
have to make a right on 
Buchanan from Eastshore High- 
way and then make a U-turn on 
Buchanan to access the freeway.

Electronic bike lockers will 
be arriving at Plaza BART

EL CERRITO — Construction 
of 48 high-tech bike lockers is 
beginning this week at the El 
Cerrito Plaza BART station. 

The lockers, expected to be 
finished by February, will use an 
electronic key that allows any- 
one with a key to store a bike on 


| demand, whenever the locker is 


empty. Other BART bike storage 
facilities are rented out for six 
months to one user, leaving many 
potential users out in the cold. 
The Plaza BART station is 
only the second location in the 
Bay Area at which this kind of 
locker is being built. Most of the 
$367,700 cost is being covered 
by regional, state and federal 
grants. The other “eLock” loca- 


tion is the CalTrain station in Bel- 
mont. 

Bike advocates say the safety 
and stylish look of the new lock- 
ers will attract more bicyclists to 
BART. If the new lockers arg suc- 
cessful, officials said they could 
be used at other BART stations 
and transit hubs. 

“This will be a true on-de- 
mand parking system, the way 
you park your car,” said Steven 
Grover, a Berkeley architect and 
engineer hired by the city of El 
Cerrito to design the lockers. “If 
there’s a space, you park it.” 

Resident Peter Loubal has 
been a consistent critic of the 
new garage, saying the money it 
cost to build would have been

“The mere adoption of maxi- 
mum weight standards ... will 
not resolve the issues of exces- 
sive backpack weight and the 
long-term health of pupils,” he 
wrote.

One Contra Costa County ed- 
ucator said she worries that the 
law could encourage textbook- 
makers to produce less durable 
books, which would have less ap- 
peal for students. 

Today’s school books engage 
students because they have large 
print and interesting illustrations, 
said Barbara Weil, principal of El 
Dorado Middle School in Concord. 
“Our textbooks now are very good. 
I would hate for us to lose quality 
because we have to trim weight.” 

The legislation itself is vague. 
It states only that the Board of 
Education “shall adopt maximum 
weight standards” for the books 
and “shall take into considera- 
tion the health risks to pupils 
who transport textbooks to and 
from school each day.” 

Beyond that, it’s up to the 
board.

New business rolls into former Black Oak space

EL CERRITO — A Mercedes 
for sale, with its gray paint blis- 
tered by the sun and tires flat- 
tened and beat up beyond recog- 
nition, is one of the last relics of 
Black Oak Motors, a once- 
blighted property at 10200 San 
Pablo Ave. 

For at least 10 years, the city 
was receiving complaints about 
the site, which was filled with 
weeds, junked cars and garbage. 
Black Oak, which had been there 
since 1963, finally left the prop- 
erty in July and used car dealer- 
ship Autometrics has taken its 
place. 

“We have always gotten a sort 
of constant, not excessive, but 
steady stream of complaints of 
Black Oak Motors, not being pre- 
sentable along the business 
front,” said Jill Keimach, com- 
munity development director. 
“We talked to them in the past 
and just took discussions a little 
bit farther this time.” 

Black Oak had been a thorn 
in the side of the city staff, which 
has been directed by the City 
Council to find ways to clean up 
the blighted, unattractive areas 
of San Pablo Avenue. 

Many businesses along San 
Pablo Avenue have upgraded but 
a few sore spots remain. Black 
Oak Motors was one of them.

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Contra Costa safety workers secure pay, benefits package 


@ Supervisors grant hikes 
that will leave pension fund 
$125 million in debt

The Contra Costa Board of 
Supervisors unanimously ap- 
proved a multiunion pay and 
benefits package Tuesday that in- 
creases pensions for public safety 
workers by as much as 50 per- 
cent. 

The decision came six weeks 
after the board adopted a hard- 
times budget eliminating more 
than 100 positions to bridge a 
$31.4 million revenue shortfall. 
Social service programs took a 
majority of the hit. 

The package, which includes 
salary and benefits boosts for all 
county employees except nurses, 
comes with a $35 million first- 
year price tag. It also saddles the 
retirement system with an esti- 
mated $125 million debt caused 
by employees retiring at costlier 
rates than originally planned. 

The deal raises supervisors’ 
retirement benefits at the same 
rate as most non-public safety 
employees. Donna Gerber of 
Walnut Creek recused herself 
from the vote because her hus- 
band works for the Service Em- 


ployees International Union, Lo- 
cal 535. 

Although the package carries 
weighty cost implications, few 
members of the public voiced 
concern during the meeting. 

What debate did occur fo- 
cused primarily on the enhanced 
public safety retirement, known 
as “3 percent at 50.” The benefit 
allows workers to retire at age 
50 and earn 3 percent of their fi- 
nal salary multiplied by every 
year worked. 

So, a 30-year veteran would 
draw 90 percent of his or her 
salary for an annual pension. 
That same worker’s retirement 
benefit would max out at 78 per- 
cent under the current system. 

In addition, supervisors could 
be faced with an entirely new 
segment of safety employees. A 
bill signed Monday night by Gov. 
Gray Davis permits counties to 
designate their prosecutors, pub- 
lic defender attorneys and pub- 
lic defender investigators as 
safety employees. 

Several county grand jurors 
implored supervisors to postpone 
their vote until the release of a 
report detailing the safety bene- 
fits’ draining impact on the re- 
tirement system. Without the en- 
hanced formula, the pension 
fund already faces more than 


$800 million in debts and oblig- 
ations, said juror Dale Kirkland. 

“There is no money in the (re- 
tirement) fund to pay for any 
new benefits,” Kirkland said. 

Supervisors responded by say- 
ing they had already studied the 
issue in depth and the grand jury 
had no new information to offer. 
They defended the safety pen- 
sion as critical to recruiting and 
retaining qualified employees. 

“It's a fact of life that many of 
our employees, particularly in the 
Sheriff's Office, tend to go to 
other jurisdictions that pay bet- 
ter wages and benefits,” said Su- 
pervisor Mark DeSaulnier. 

In Contra Costa, 12 cities cur- 
rently offer the 3 percent for- 
mula, according to the Califor- 
nia State Association of Counties. 

County and union negotia- 
tors agreed on terms last Janu- 
ary, at a time many analysts 
were predicting a steady 
statewide economic recovery 
that never materialized. As the 
county budget crisis began to 
appear more dire over the sum- 
mer, several supervisors ex- 
pressed a willingness to re- 
structure the agreement. 

Ultimately, the supervisors de- 
cided the county would probably 
save money by negotiating with 
all 19 bargaining units at once 


rather than piecing together 
dependent agreements, said 4 
pervisor John Gioia of Richmg 
Pulling out on the deal wo 
also seriously jeopardize |aj 
relations, he said. 

“The unions would lose f, 
in the process and as a resulj 
that would not be willing to ¢ 
sit at the table and negotiate 
ing measures,” Gioia said. 

Although not part of the g 
cial board action, the supervi 
stated their intention to fom 
labor/management committed 
look into reducing depart 
costs in the future. Union lg 
ers welcomed the suggestio 

“We have a commitmen| 
put that idea to work,” said § 
lie Katz, spokesman for Puj 
Employees Union Local 1, 
county’s largest union.

ney Anne Weills said. “This issue 
is a lot more volatile than other 
issues we deal with in Berkeley 
and Oakland. Roberto was sin- 
gled out for charges.” 

The university took pains to ex- 
plain that Students for Justice in 
Palestine, which had taken over 
Wheeler Hall the year before, had 
been warned that protesters would 
face severe sanctions if they dis- 
turbed classes again. 

“The case is not about politi- 
cal beliefs or political views ... 
rather it’s about egregious viola- 
tions of the student code of con- 
duct,” said Neal Rajmaira, direc- 
tor of student judicial affairs at 
UC Berkeley. 

The committee will make a 
recommendation to the assistant 
vice chancellor for residential 
and student services programs, 
who will ultimately decided the 
sanctions against Hernandez and 
the other students, which could 
include suspension. 

Police arrested 41 students at 
the April sit-in, but an Alameda 
County Superior Court judge 
later dropped all the charges and 
found the protesters not guilty. 

Nine students resolved their 
separate student conduct charges 
with the university during the 
summer. Hernandez had the op- 
tion of doing so, but said his wit- 
nesses weren't around then to ap- 
pear before the committee. 

Weills argued that since pros- 
ecutors didn’t have a case, neither 
does the university. She said the 
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committee will see from video 
tapes the physical pain inflicted 
on Hernandez by the police. 

Rajmaira and Karen Kenney, 
dean of students, repeatedly re- 
minded Hernandez’s attorneys 
that the university could go for- 
ward with the case because it 
wasn’t bound by the same rules 
as a court of law. 

The university called wit- 
nesses, including a UC Berkeley 
police officer who testified that 
Hernandez was one of the pro- 
testers who put up “a great deal 
of physical resistance” and linked 
arms with other protesters as the 
police tried to drag him away. 

A student testified that the 
demonstration had completely 
disrupted her molecular cell bi- 
ology class. 

Hernandez’s attorneys called 
UC Regent Alfredo Terrazas, a 
deputy attorney general, who has 
known Hernandez for several 
years and testified to his passion 
and intelligence. “I believe him 
to be a person guided by princi- 
ple,” he said. “I’m really con- 
cerned about his future.” 

At the end of his testimony, 
Michelle Frazier, a student conduct 
officer asked “Do you have any 
firsthand knowledge of April 9?”

IKE NOV, 22, 1963, and 
Sept. 11, 2001, Oct. 2, 

1964 — almost exactly 38 
years ago today — was a day 
that changed my life. I can re- 
member exactly where I was 
and what I was doing. I was sit- 
ting in my dorm room at Yale, 
reading the New York Times. 
Suddenly, my eye was caught 
by a photo of a police car sur- 
rounded by thousands of peo- 
ple. A tall, gangly young man 
with curly hair was standing on 
the roof of the car, talking to 
the crowd. 

The young man, of course, 
was Mario Savio. The police 
car was parked in the middle 
of Sproul Plaza at UC Berkeley. 
Inside was another young man 
named Jack Weinberg, who 
had been arrested for exercis- 
ing his right of free speech — 
namely, handing out literature 
about a civil rights demonstra- 
tion. It was the beginning of 
the Free Speech Movement. 

“Oh no!” I cried. “I went to 
the wrong school!” I ran down- 
stairs to the dean’s office and 
told him I wanted to transfer to 
Cal. 

“No way,” he replied. “We’ve 
already spent a year trying to 
make you into a gentleman, 
and we don’t want to waste our 
investment.” 

So it wasn’t until I gradu- 
ated three years later that I fi- 
nally got to the Bay Area. And 
I’ve been here ever since.

For me — and millions of 
other young people like me — 
the Free Speech Movement 
was the turning point in our 
lives. It was a fire bell in the 
night, telling us that the ‘50s 
were finally, blessedly over. 

It’s hard to remember now 
just how suffocating the ‘50s 
really were. It was an era when 
my own parents — who consid- 
ered themselves liberal Democ- 
rats — accepted without ques- 
tion the restrictive covenants 
that forbade everyone in our 
neighborhood from selling 
their house to an African- 
American family. 

When I protested to my par- 
ents, my mom said, “Sure, I’m 
in favor of civil rights. But 
what if a Negro family moved 
in next door and drove down 
the property values to the point 
where we couldn't afford to 
send you to Yale?” To my undy- 
ing shame, I meekly accepted 
her argument and shut up. 

The Free Speech Movement 
changed all that in an instant. 
It taught me that social change 
wasn't something other people 
did, that it was my duty to take 
responsibility. It taught me that 
there are things more impor- 
tant than your career — 
namely, the state of your soul. 
In short, it told me to grow up.

Of course, that bright, shin- 
ing moment couldn't last for- 
ever. As the ‘60s wore on, some 
unsavory elements started 
seeping into the student move- 
ment. 

“When a really major event 
happens that is admired by a 
broad spectrum of moderate- 
to-radical opinion, everybody’s 
going to claim it as their prog- 
enitor,” says UC-Berkeley histo- 
rian Reginald Zelnik, who was 
a 28-year-old acting assistant 
professor in 1964. “Even cra- 
zies like the SLA could mistak- 
enly see themselves as the off- 
spring of the FSM.” 

But that should come as no 
surprise. “As an historian, I like 
to remind people that nothing 
is quite as beautiful as it ap- 
pears on the surface,” says Zel- 
nik. “But FSM was as good as 
it gets. It certainly never got 
that good again.” 

Curiously, though a truly 
seminal event, for years the 
FSM has been virtually ignored 
by academics. “When Mario 
died in 1996, we were shocked 
to see how little historical re- 
search had been done on 
FSM,” says Zelnik. 

That deficiency has finally 
been remedied by a new book. 
It’s a collection of essays pub- 
lished by UC Press this week, 
“The Free Speech Movement: 
Reflections on Berkeley in the 
‘60s,” edited by Zelnik and 
Robert Cohen, a History PhD 
from Berkeley who now 
teaches at NYU. 

Already, it’s gotten rave re- 
views by everyone from Adam 
Hochschild (author of “King 
Leopold’s Ghost”) to current 
UC Berkeley Chancellor Robert 
Berdahl. 

One of the chapters was 
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written by none other than 
Clark Kerr, the president of the 
university in 1964. “Getting 
him to agree was something of 
a long shot,” says Zelnik. “We 
were very pleased, because he 
had to know that he was alone 
among the contributors in be- 
ing heavily critical of the FSM, 
and that other contributors 
would be trashing him — some 
politely, some not so politely. It 
showed a serious willingness 
on his part to engage in a dia- 
log with his critics, though he 
could be as rough on some of 
them as they were on him.” 


Hovering over the entire 
book is the now-legendary fig- 
ure of Mario Savio. But it’s a 
complex portrait of Savio that 
emerges, “warts-and-all,” in- 
cluding an essay by his first 
wife, Suzanne Goldberg, that 
alludes to some of the psycho- 
logical problems he sometimes 
struggled with. 


“This is not meant as ha- 
giography,” says Zelnik. “The 
authors treat him with the 
enormous admiration he de- 
serves, but what Mario wanted 
more than anything was to be 
treated as a human being. I 
think he understood that if you 
try too hard to be perfect, you 
end up like a Robespierre.” 


To celebrate the publication 
of the book, there will be a re- 
ception at the Free Speech 
Movement Cafe at Cal’s Moffitt 
Library on Sunday, Oct. 13. 
Many FSM veterans are ex- 
pected to attend, including Bet- 
tina Aptheker, Michael Ross- 
man, Laura X, and Savio’s 
widow, Lynne Hollander. 


“There won't be any big 
speeches,” Zelnik hopes, “just 
people getting together in © 
friendship.” 


But we’ll let Mario Savio 
have the last word. This is” 
what he said in 1994, a couple 
of years before he died: “Dio- 
genes said, ‘The most beautiful 
thing in the world is freedom 
of speech.’ And those words 
are in me, they’re sort of 
burned into my soul, because 
for me free speech was not a 
tactic, not something to win for 
political advantage. To me, 
freedom of speech is some- 
thing that represents the very 
dignity of what a human being 
is. It’s the thing that marks us 
as just below the angels.”

And for most of us, not being able to drive from 
Buchanan to Eastshore was probably only a minor irrita- 
tion — but it’s a minor irritation that ended in August with 
the completion of the project. 

The new road gives access to businesses on Eastshore 
Highway from Buchanan Street — especially all-important 
firefighting access. 

And for professional drivers of big trucks trying to 
make deliveries, not having to back down the street for 
lack of a turnaround space makes that road safer. 

Neither of those are small things. 

A couple of other quality-of-life changes the project 
made were a section of frontage road added to help relieve 
traffic congestion, and a completed bicycle-and-pedestrian 
path from Buchanan Street to Eastshore Highway, with a 
connection at Gilman Street. 

Not that it’s perfect. Some of the road is bumpy from all 
the truck traffic over the years, and there could still be bet- 
ter access to the freeway, one that didn’t require a U-turn 
on Buchanan. 

But it’s an improvement. It makes life better for some of 
us in small ways and for others in larger ways. Just as a 
city’s quality of life can deteriorate in small ways, it can 
also improve in small increments.

Boondoggle bond 


Gov. Gray Davis had a creative way of 
deciding whether to sign a $9.9 billion 
bond measure to build a state “high speed 
rail” line. 

He evidently had his rail chief invite 
the train line’s potential contractors to an 
“exclusive” Davis campaign event and 
shake them down for advance contribu- 
tions of $2,000.

The only route to lasting peace and 
stability is through international cooper- 
ation.

O WEEKS AGO | dis- 
cussed some of the ways 
a modern library is used. 


Videos, computers, internet, 
databases — it’s an ever-evolv- 
ing list. But no matter how 
technologically advanced we 
become or how many programs 
we provide, to me a library is 
about books. I can’t begin to 
count how many book discus- . 
sions I’ve had in my life — 
from my childhood through 
college and into my adult life. 
Book discussions at work have 
ranged from standing at a pa- 
perback book cart and dis- 
cussing “The Prince” with in- 
mates at Santa Rita jail to 
reminiscing about “Anne of 
Green Gables” with a 10-year- 
old girl to trying to remember 
the name of the mystery writer 
whose main character is a 
house cleaner (do you know?) 


Yesterday I was overseeing 
one of our young volunteers, 
who was putting new Graphic 
Novel labels on our graphic 
novels. (And, in case you are 
wondering what a graphic 
novel is, there will be an up- 
coming column about them ...) 
She would put a label on two 
books, read one, label two, 
read another ... She was the 
perfect illustration of what it’s 
like to spend a work day in a li- 
brary, surrounded by books, As 
a person who eats as many 
meals as possible simultane- 
ously reading and chewing, it is 
the perfect place to be. 


So, you might ask, how do 
the books that are in the li- 
brary come to be in the library? 
Who decides? Is it branch by 
branch? Does one person make 
all the decisions? 


At the Albany Library, which 
is one of the 11 branches of the 
Alameda County Library sys- 
tem, books find their way onto 
our shelves in various ways. 
For this column, I will talk 
about one way we order for the 
adult collection, but I will cover 
the other ways and other col-

lections in future columns. 


A large percentage of our 
books are ordered at the 
branch, by one of the librari- 
ans. This ordering is done from 
a list of books, with small re- 
views attached to most of the 
listings. The three reference li- 
brarians initial the ones that 
look appropriate for our 
branch and then the final order 
is placed, 


Most of these are new 
books, but sometimes they are 
paperback versions of hard- 
backs we own. There is also 
what is called “added titles,” 
which means titles sent in by 
one of the branches with a re- 
quest that everyone have a 
chance to order them. This 
could be precipitated by a Sug- 
gested Purchase card, which is 
a card we have at the reference 
desk, available to any patron 
who would like to suggest a 
book. Or it may be we’ve no- 
ticed lots of holds on a book 
but with few copies. Or we just 
need new copies of an old fa- 
vorite. It’s all about getting the 
books you want into our collec- 
tion.

mother’s emotional breakdown 
forced Ruby to hospitalize her, 
shaming the family. 

Now, Ruby is caught in the 
crossroads between two vastly 
different cultures — one in 
which she is the American girl, 
raised on kitschy television 
shows and black-and-white 
movies — and one in which she 
is known only as Daughter, the 
eldest, fulfiller of responsibili- 
ties.” 

The synopsis continues: 
“Like the Chinese calligraphy 
that adorns her walls, Ruby 
comes to see that “life is not a 
straight road,” but a language 
drawn with many brush 
strokes, where every misunder- 
standing must yield to the sim- 
ple message of the heart.” 

Teresa speaks of the part 
that isn’t included in the synop- 
sis. Of the reason for the 
mother’s breakdown; of the 
years of violence by the father 
to the mother, and of the hor- 
ror of growing up with that ter- 
rible violence a part of her life. 

Yes, as is usually true in a 
first novel, Teresa has written 
from her life experience. She 
has suffered through the years 
of domestic violence, and the 
final breakdown of her own 
mother. 

“The children have not been 
abused,” she notes, “But wit- 
nessing the violence becomes a 
pattern.” 

She speaks of her first 
boyfriend, who was “charming 
but very violent.” 

And she tells how she man- 
aged the memories — by writ- 
ing about them. 

“Story-telling is a way to 
talk about important issues,” 
she says, and has used that de- 
vice to cure herself. Teresa 
LeYung was born in Hong 
Kong and was eight years old 
when she came to America 
with her family. She speaks of 
her early years in school, when

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“It’s like a spare tire that does- 
n't fit your wheels,” said Pat 
Hackett, an employee at Hawkins 
Traffic Safety Supply, on the 1200 
block of Eastshore Highway in 
Berkeley, of the connection. 

Tommy Burlingame, a sales 
representative at Allied Building 
Products in Albany also said he 
wanted to know when the con- 
nection would allow access to the 
freeway. But he added, “we're 
happy it’s open.”

Leila Abu-Saba suggested the 
Palestinians should try non-vio- 
lent tactics against Israel, since 
the suicide bombings were ac- 
complishing nothing. 

“Maybe one day they’ll figure 
it out,” said Abu-Saba 

One man suggested the Pales- 
tinian occupation was a similar 
experience to what many Jews 
felt going into hiding during 
World War II. 

Abu-Saba said she feels guilty 
for enjoying her life with her 
family while the conflict contin- 
ues. “If I continue to maintain my 
sanity, maybe I can contribute to 
some sanity around the world,” 
she said, however. 

Dialogue groups that bring to- 
gether Jews and Palestinians in 
the United States have been 
around as long as the Middle 
East conflict. But membership 
has been growing locally, with at 
least two similar groups in San 
Francisco, one in San Mateo and 
a new one at UC Berkeley, ac- 
cording to Hilden.

of several off-shoots of the dia- 
logue group in San Mateo. A din- 
ner attended by hundreds, in- 
cluding an equal number of Jews 
and Palestinians, that was held 
by dialogue gurus Len and Libby 
Traubman in early 1998 
prompted several people to start 
groups of their own. 

Lafayette resident Faye Straus 
started the East Bay group back 
then, and for a few years it met 
at homes around the East Bay 
but it has grown so much that it 
needed a more formal meeting 
place. With Sept. 11, a possible 
war in Iraq and increasing vio- 
lence in Israel, people are more 
eager than ever to talk, Hilden 
said. 

“The situation is getting so 
much worse over there and peo- 
ple want to do something and 
don’t like all this emphasis on 
war and killing,” Hilden said. 
“Everybody wants peace; it’s a 
natural human need and desire 
to want peace.” 

Abu-Saba said she joined the 
dialogue group when Arabs were 
being demonized after Sept. 11. 
She said she has a unique view- 
point, being a Palestinian and 
having a Jewish husband and 
many Jewish friends. 

“T have seen a lot in my life, 
so I hope just by speaking out I 
can help people to see them- 
selves and their assumptions,” 
she said. 

Straus said she has learned a 
lot from the group and considers 
it a fascinating experience. 
Learning how the events are seen 
by Palestinians has been valu- 
able, she said. 

“When something happens 
over there that is good or upset- 
ting, when I speak to a member 
of the dialogue group, they un- 
derstand where you’re coming

Sometimes the best approach 
with an unrealistic seller is to do 
nothing, at least for a time. Last 
year, buyers fell in love with a home 
in Oakland's upper Rockridge area. 
The listing was priced too high. The 
seller was adamant about his price. 
Even so, the listing agent encour- 
aged the buyers to be patient be- 
cause the seller had to sell. When 
the listing agent thought the time 
was right, the buyers made their 
best offer and the sellers accepted. 

Don’t be discouraged if a dis- 
gruntled seller outright rejects your 
offer. Let the listing agent know that 
you're still interested in the listing if 
the seller decides that he wants to 
sell at a reasonable price. 

THE CLOSING: Plan to resub- 
mit your offer later. If the seller does- 
n't receive another offer, he may be- 
come more realistic in time.

Wollenberg says: “The com- 
mercial life of Downtown Berkeley 
began in 1876 when Francis Kit- 
tredge Shattuck, one of the 
founding landowners of Berkeley, 
persuaded Southern Pacific to 
run a spur line through his prop- 
erty (to) what is now Berkeley 
Square and Shattuck Square.” 

Two years later, when the city 
was incorporated, Berkeley Sta- 
tion lay at its heart. 

According to Wollenberg the line 
followed a route that today includes 
Stanford Avenue — named for rail- 
road president Leland Stanford— 
Adeline Street and Shattuck Avenue. 

At University Avenue, the route 
looped back so that the train could 
return to Oakland on the original 
single track. Inside that loop, now 
Shattuck Square, the railroad built 
Berkeley Station. The large width 
of Shattuck Avenue marks the lo- 
cation of the station, freightyards 
and tracks. 

University Avenue first served as 
the east-west horsecar route to 
Ocean View.

seems to be some kind of inverse 
rule: If it's really, really bad, people 
will rush to buy it. If it's only bad, 
much less attention will be true. 

That's only a generality, of 
course. It isn’t the case all of the 
time, and I'm not suggesting that 
anyone make a bad house worse 
in order to sell it. But it is odd that 
houses in terrible shape seem to 
sell, at least much of the time, very 
quickly and for more than we would 
have thought possible. 

The house that belonged to the 
old lady with the dogs, for instance, 
didn't have much going for it. It was- 
n'tin a very appealing location, had 
little architectural merit and, of 
course, needed tons of work, but 
there were, | think, 15 offers to buy 
it. 

Sometimes we see houses that 
are so full of stuff that it is impossi- 
ble to see the house. Every inch is 
filled with furniture, boxes, things — 
up to the ceiling, throughout the 
garage and basement, onto the 
porches, into the yard. 

We get to these houses and 
wonder how long it took to accu- 
mulate all these things, if the owner 
has any idea what he has, and how 
all of it could possibly be moved. 

Usually the houses are vacant. 
Often they are estate sales. But oc- 
casionally we go to one that is still 
occupied by someone who has 
kept one, only one, tiny spot free to 
sit in and sleep in, and who can find 
only one place to put down the gro- 
ceries: on top of the radio on top 
of the newspapers on top of the 
table. 

Several years ago there was a 
house in the lower hills of Berkeley 
that was one of the worst we’d ever 
seen. A middle aged woman lived 
there alone with a great many be- 
longings. There were so many be- 
longings inside that the front door 
could be opened only wide enough 
for us to slip inside sideways. We 
were stunned by what we saw. 

Piles of clothes, books and pa- 
pers, couches, bird cages, lawn 


sprinklers — you name it — were 
everywhere. Through holes in the 
roof, the sky was visible, and so 
much water had been admitted that 
parts of the floor were missing, rot- 
ted away years before. Over some 
of these had been placed scrap 
lumber making it possible to walk 
tightrope-like from one area to an- 
other. 

Most of the lighting had ceased 
to function. Whole banks of win- 
dows had lost their grip and had 
fallen out of the building onto the 
ground where they lay shattered, 
untouched. We tenderly picked our 
way through the rooms to a non- 
functioning kitchen. The refrigera- 
tor, stove and sink had all given up 
the ghost. The only running water 
in the house was to a toilet in a for- 
merly adjacent bathroom. | say for- 
merly because the adjoining wall 
which had at one time contained a 
stall shower had collapsed into a 
heap onto the kitchen floor. 

Even this last remaining source 
of water was broken. The owner 
could dip cold water from the tank 
but to flush the toilet, it was neces- 
sary to reach inside and hold up 
the ballcock. 

There was no heat; the furnace 
in the basement had been water- 
logged causing it to rust out. All of 
the many objects in the house had 
also become wet which made for a 
pervasive smell of mildew. Two of 
the bedrooms were full of ruined 
books, hundreds, maybe thousands 
of them. These seemed to be the 
most precious of the owner's pos- 
sessions as she talked at length 
about wanting to rescue them and 
take them with her wherever she 
was going. 

She knew she would have to 
move. She owed money to some- 
one, had not been able to pay, and 
now was being forced to sell the 
house to make good on the debt. 
But she had no idea where she 
would go or what would happen to 
all of the things she had brought 
into the house, 

We sat together in the back gar-

RICHMOND — Just call Steve 
Murphy Mr, Everything. 

The St. Mary’s High School 
senior threw a touchdown pass, 
caught a touchdown pass and re- 
turned a kickoff for a touchdown 
to help put the Panthers in the 
win column with a 29-18 victory 
over De Anza on Friday. 

“That tells you something 
about Steve's versatility,” said St. 
Mary’s coach Jay Lawson. “We're 
trying to get Steve Murphy the 
ball in different places.

The calculated crowd-pleaser 
“Red Dragon” is a new telling of 
the first chapter of the Hannibal 
Lecter saga, with characters and 
sets that hail from 1991’s Oscar- 
winning “The Silence of the 
Lambs.” It’s shot by the same 
cinematographer who shot 
1986’s “Manhunter,” the original 
adaptation of Thomas Harris’ 
book “Red Dragon,” and was 
scripted by Ted Tally, who won 
an Oscar for the “Lambs” screen- 
play. It includes material pulled 
from a Hannibal-centric prologue 
Harris added to his novel after 
“Lambs” became a hit. 

Confused yet? 

Perfectly understandable. The 
Hannibal timeline alone is 
enough to give you a headache. 
Chronologically, “Red Dragon,” 
directed by Brett Ratner, a man 
best known for the “Rush Hour” 
series, is set before “Lambs,” and 
yet Anthony Hopkins, aka Han- 
nibal, is 11 years older than he 
was when he filmed “Lambs.” 

Some background: “Man- 
hunter” featured British actor 
Brian Cox in the smallish but piv- 
otal role of Lecter, at that time 
an unfamous rather than infa- 
mous imprisoned serial killer 
who helps his captor, FBI agent 
Will Graham, figure out the psy- 
che of a new serial killer. This 
killer has wiped out two large 
families and has earned the nick- 
name the Tooth Fairy by nibbling 
on the mommies. In “Man- 
hunter,” William Petersen (TV’s 
“CSI”) played Graham as a tor- 
tured soul, who had retreated 
from the FBI because of the psy- 
chic and physical injuries Lecter 
inflicted on him during his cap- 
ture. He has to face his demons 
to catch the Tooth Fairy, lest the 
fiend strike again and slay an- 
other innocent family. The movie 
had a cult following, elevated its 
director, Michael Mann, into the 
ranks of the respected, and ac-

In 1991, along came “Silence 
of the Lambs,” starring Hopkins 
as Lecter. His chilling perfor- 
mance earned him an Oscar and 
legions of fans. Legendary pro- 


ducer Dino De Laurentiis seized 
the opportunity to make a sequel, 
based on Harris’ book “Hanni- 


- bal,” made buckets of money, 


then decided to have a second go 
at Hannibal. Hence “Red 
Dragon,” which De Laurentiis 
and Ratner claim is a truer adap- 
tation of Harris’ book. There’s no 
reason not to believe them, but 
how much Hannibal does the 
world need? 

And after the stand-up com- 
edy routine that was “Hannibal,” 
who can really be scared by Hop- 
Kins in this role? No matter how 
much he hisses (and Hopkins 
hisses heartily in “Red Dragon”), 
familiarity has turned Hannibal 
into the bogeyman you thought 
lived in your closet when you 
were 8. The first time your father 
turned on the lights to reveal that 
he was just your bathrobe, hang-

The deflector keeps interior wind noise 
at a minimum when the top is down, a fea- 
ture which might help you hear what those 
envious people are saying when you pass 
by.

The all-new 2003 Audi A4 Cabriolet is 
the first of a parade of new products the 
German automaker plans to bring here. 
Others will follow in the next few years. 

“The Cabriolet adds a new emotional 
appeal to the A4 range,” says Doug Clark, 
an Audi marketing executive. The snazzy 
new convertible is totally different than the 
A4 sedan and wagon. It shares no body 
panels with either of those models, 

But unlike its sister models, the Cabri- 
olet doesn't offer the all-wheel drive Quat- 
tro feature. The Cabriolet has a front drive 
system that is powered by a 3.0-liter, V6 
aluminum engine that has a peak horse- 
power of 220 at 6,300 rpm. 

In addition, the Cabriolet has the Con- 
tinuously Variable Transmission that is avail- 
able in the A4 and A6 sedans. The CVT is 
arguably the smoothest automatic trans- 
mission available. Audi engineers call the 
CVT a multitronic transmission. 

Its link-plate chain allows limitless gear 
ratios and almost always supplies the op- 
timum power for driving situations. The 
chain has 75 pins and 1,025 links. It is as 
strong as a steel belt and as flexible as a 
rubber belt. 

The CVT can accommodate torque in- 
puts as great as 230 pounds-foot and is 
flexible enough to provide more than a 6:1 
ratio between lowest and highest gears. 
There's no need for a hydraulic torque con- 
verter with the multitronic.

Click on a particular listing and 
get more information about the car, 
such as a picture and contact infor- 
mation so you know where you'll 
have to go to check out the vehicle. 

This is a great starting point be- 
cause it shows how much cars cost 
in your area. Just because your sis- 
ter in Ohio bought the car you want 
for a certain price doesn’t mean 
that's how much you'll pay for a 
similar car in your hometown in Cal- 
ifornia. 

This Web site search could be 
much more than just a starting 
point, as you may very well end up 
buying the car you're looking at on 
your screen — after you see it, of 
course. 

OK, so you've found a car you 


might like. Now, maybe with a fresh 
cup of coffee, you can learn how 
much you should pay for that car 
and, if you're selling yours, how 
much your car is worth. 

There are three well-respected 
sites to check out: the National Au- 
tomobile Dealers Association at 
www.nadaguides.com, Kelley Blue 
Book at www.kbb.com and Ed- 
munds at www.edmunds.com. 

If the price seems right, it’s now 
time to run a check on the car. 

To get this information you need 
the car’s Vehicle Identification Num- 
ber, which you can get from sites 
like www.autotrader.com or, when 
you go to see the car, from the deal- 
ership, used car lot or private owner 
of the car. 

This check will cost a few dol- 
lars, but if you're serious about a 
particular car, you should know its 
history before buying it. 

CARFAX (www.carfax.com) pro- 
vides vehicle history reports, ($14.99 
for one, $19.99 for 20 reports) that 
reveals everything from title prob- 
lems, accident reports (those acci- 
dents reported to police) sales at 
auctions, car records, rental car or 


leased car records and the number 
of owners. 

The information is well worth the 
money. 

That’s the technology you can 
use for buying a used car, but don't 
forget common sense: 

Ask to see the maintenance and 
repair records, drive the vehicle, 
have a mechanic look it over, and 
make sure you understand the war- 
ranty’s limitations if there is one (or 
if you’re buying a warranty). 

Here’s something you should 
know about buying from a dealer- 
ship: Many vehicles sold by deal- 
ers have passed manufacturer-ap- 
proved inspection programs. 

Cars at a dealership may cost a 
little more money than buying from 
a private seller, but could be worth 
it. 

And have fun with the process. 
Remember, with all this information, 
you're, well, literally in the driver's 
seat.

What most Americans would call a rum- 
ble-seat roadster, the British call a drop- 
head coupe with a dicky seat. 

Regardless of the nomenclature, Bent- 
ley, in the waning days of independence 
before its purchase by Rolls-Royce, pro- 
duced a gorgeous car described as a 4,5- 
liter drophead coupe with a handsome alu- 
minum body by coach-builder Martin 
Walker. 

This stylish vehicle is built on chassis 
number HB3405 and was delivered in July 
1929 to Dr. P. E. Kendall in England. He 
paid about $8,000 in 1929 dollars. The doc- 
tor sold the car a year later to London busi- 
nessman Clive Morris. : 

The beautiful Bentley again changed 
hands before being sold to the Swann fam- 
ily in the mid-1930s. 

The family retained ownership of the car 
for about 65 years until the current owner, 
Peter Hageman, became the fifth owner in 
the spring of 1999. 

After 70 years of being driven on the left 
side of the road, the right-hand-drive Bent- 
ley was placed in a container on a ship that 
would take the 3,900-pound car across the 
North Atlantic and down through the locks 
of the Panama Canal and back up the Pa- 
cific to the harbor of Seattle, Wash., the

An anxious Hageman had waited five 
weeks for his new/old car to arrive, It rolled 
onto the dock on 6.00x21-inch tires sup- 
porting a luxurious 130-inch wheelbase.

Childs pulled as a chef at the Wor- 
thington Hotel (now the Renais- 
sance Worthington), the Colonial 
Country Club and in the Hyatt sys- 
tem. 

(Childs keeps his competitive 
chops cooking by competing in ice- 
carving competitions and is the 
Texas Chefs Association reigning 
gold medalist in the category.) 

Some crews eat their meals at 
restaurants, but at many stations, 
firefighters chip in to a communal 
pot ($7 to $10 a day per firefighter) 
to stock the pantry and buy the 
supplies for the day's meals. 

The designated cook's job is to 
stretch the money to feed big ap- 
petites while keeping grumbling at 
a minimum, And cooking for fire- 
fighters can have other challenges. 
Strenuous enough that the job re- 
quires an annual physical, fire- 
fighting also has a lot of downtime, 
which could lead to a lot of recre- 
ational snacking. 

Ware buys things like yogurt for 
his crew's snack attacks and cooks 
a lot of chicken for meals. “Things 
like chips,” says Ware, “forget about 
it. Of course, football season does- 
n't count.” 

Childs believes in a diverse diet 
but with reasonable portions, “and 
I'm seeing a lot about that in mag- 
azines now, too.” 

Like families, traditions evolve. 
Ware will often make banana pud- 
ding or cookies for a crew mate’s 
birthday. Hughes’ crew has come 
to expect cinnamon rolls, the old- 
fashioned kind that need a couple 
of hours to rise, when they’ve been 
up all night. And Sunday morning 
means a buttermilk pancake break- 
fast at Station House No. 2. 

There’s a Fort Worth-wide ritual 
that any firefighter working overtime 
has to buy Blue Bell ice cream for 
the station house. 

“He's making time-and-a-half,” 
says Hughes, “so he has to share 
the booty.” 

When dinner is over, the desig- 
nated cook’s chores are done for 
the day. At Station House No. 2, the 
cards come out after the meal, and 
the three who draw the lowest 


cards get kitchen clean-up duty. 

lt may sound neat and tidy —a 
system that might translate to a 
more mundane household — but 
Hughes is quick to point out oth- 
erwise. 

“| don't care if | make one pie 
or nine pies,” he says. “There will 
be one tiny slice of pie left because 
no one wants to take the last one 
and have to wash the dish. They're 
sorry, they're just so sorry. 

“| go home and tell my wife, 
‘You won't believe what one of 
those sorry guys did at the house’ 
— and she just gets this little smile.” 


FIRE-HALL SALSA 

2 jalapeno peppers 

2 serrano peppers 

2 cans (28 ounces each) whole 
tomatoes 

1 slice of white onion, %-inch 
thick 

Ye teaspoon granulated garlic 

Ya teaspoon salt 

Ya teaspoon ground cumin 

Blacken the four peppers in a 
dry cast-iron skillet on high heat. 

While roasting peppers, process 
half of the tomatoes in a blender or 
food processor to desired chunki- 
ness and pour into bowl.

Pepper jack chicken: 

2 whole chicken breasts, halved 
(total of 4 chicken-breast halves), 
boned and skinned

1 poblano pepper, julienned 

1 red onion, julienned 

4 slices pepper jack cheese 

2 cups flour, seasoned with salt 
and pepper 

4 eggs, well beaten 


3 cups corn chips, finely 
crushed or pulsed in a food proces- 
sor 

Pound chicken as thin and as 
evenly as possible without tearing. 

Saute bacon, adding poblano 
pepper and onion, and cook until 
bacon is done and poblano pep- 
per and onion are softened. 

Place 1 slice of cheese on each 
piece of chicken. Top with the ba- 
con/vegetable mixture. Fold in sides 
of chicken, then roll up. Use a 
toothpick to hold the bundle to- 
gether, if desired. 

Bread each roll by first rolling in 
flour, then eggs, then tortilla chips. 
Place on cookie sheet. Spray or 
brush the top of each bundle with 
butter or margarine. Bake at 350 
degrees for 30 minutes. Serve on 
top of roasted red pepper sauce. 

Roasted red pepper sauce: 

4 roasted red bell peppers, see 
note 

Ye ted onion, cut into 1-inch dice 

Salt and pepper, to taste 

1 cup chicken stock 

Note: To roast peppers, blacken 
on all sides over a gas flame or a 
hot barbecue fire or under the 
broiler. When all sides are black, 
Place in paper sack and seal. After 
15 minutes, remove peppers from 
bag and rinse under cold water. 
Peel should come right off. Remove 
seeds. Cut flesh into 1-inch 
squares, 

Saute peppers and onions in 
skillet until onions are soft. Season 
with salt and pepper. Place in 
blender with % cup stock, and 
puree. Add remaining stock, 4 cup 
at a time. Blend until smooth.

KATONAH, N.Y. —| knew ginger 
and | were destined to become pals 
the first time | tasted my grandma's 
molasses spice cookies. The ocher 
powder she added to the dough lent 
a warm, piquant accent that excited 
my taste buds. 

When | was old enough to roll the 
chestnut-colored balls myself, | sa- 
vored every bit of uncooked batter 
that stuck to my fingers (along with 
a few pilfered globs). It was always 
a trial waiting for the freshly baked 
molten disks to cool but the rewards 
were rich. 

In time, this scenario was shared 
with my three children, and the fra- 
grance that perfumes the kitchen 
when | bake the cookies still brings 
back sweet memories. 

As a child, if an upset stomach 
laid me low, relief often came from 
a glass of ginger ale. Unlike some 
of my mom's “magic” cures that 
fooled me into feeling better, this 
wasn't a trumped-up nostrum. The 
native Chinese root has been used 
to aid digestion and encourage cir- 
culation in the body for thousands 
of years before the Christian era. 

Colonial Americans drank ginger 
tea as well as plenty of ginger beer 
to warm the body. In Renaissance 
England, the pricey powdered spice 
was so popular, it vied with salt and 
pepper on the tables of the wealthy. 
With good reason: It added taste to 
often lackluster foods or it offset the 
effects of spoiled meat. 

Today, ginger tea rather than a 
carbonated drink is one of my favorite 
cure-alls. Either | use ginger tea bags 
from the health-food store, or | put a 
couple of slices of candied or crys- 
tallized ginger in a cup, pour on boil- 
ing water and let it steep for 3 to 5 
minutes. Sometimes | add honey and 
lemon juice; relief is prompt. 
~ My latest culinary adventure is an 
lee cream made with lemon curd and 
minced pieces of candied ginger. 
The luxurious creaminess, accented 
‘by piquant bits of ginger, is topped 
‘with fresh blackberry coulis. To gild 
the lily, | serve it in a ginger tuile or 
With those molasses spice cookies. 

(Candied ginger is produced by 
macerating slices of ginger in sugar 
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syrup, then coating them with gran- 
ulated sugar. Note that candied gin- 
ger sold in Asian grocery stores is 
generally less expensive.) 

Among its many benefits, ginger 
is also said to be a painkiller, an- 
tioxidant, and disinfectant. It is taken 
to relieve cramps or convulsions, 
soothe coughs and fevers, act as a 
mild laxative, calm a queasy stom- 
ach. And, yes, it is even supposed 
to be an aphrodisiac. 

Is it any wonder that this rhizome, 
or underground stem, of the semi- 
tropical Zingiber officinale plant, with 
its peppery, pungent flavor and 
aroma, has found its way into 
cuisines from Asia to Scandinavia? 
From Jamaica to Japan and Mo- 
rocco? 

During the 1980s, while my chil- 
dren were growing up, | taught cook- 
ing classes and worked on my first 
cookbook, “The Supermarket Epi- 
cure” (Morrow, 1988). Many of the 
dishes | tested were served for din- 
ner. 

One instant hit was my version of 
Chinese chicken with cashews, lib- 
erally laced with fresh ginger root. 
By then, almost every market across 
the country sold fresh ginger and 
food processors made pulverizing it 
easy. 

These days, heavy, firm hands of 
ginger are common. Choose pieces 
with few knobs or branches, then 
store it wrapped in paper towels in 
the refrigerator. It will keep for two to 
three weeks. 

Ginger may also be chopped and 
frozen in a little sherry for several 
months. In general, while peeling gin- 
ger is not mandatory, it does make 
it more attractive; a small paring knife 
will easily remove the papery skin. 
Dried ginger is best stored in a cool 
dark spot for up to six months. 

Other dishes that appealed to 
me, like Indian and Asian curries and 
sates, all had fresh ginger as a com- 
mon ingredient. Scandinavian cook- 
ies and German gingerbread? Again 
laced with ginger but as a yellow 
powder. 

Looking back, | realize that the 
form of ginger used in each cuisine 
has a lot to do with how it arrived in 
the country. 

Tropical areas grew their own 


plants. Colder climes usually had to 
import the spice preserved as a pow- 
der. So why then do Moroccan and 
Middle Eastern foods traditionally 
use the powdered spice? Because 
when the spice was originally intro- 
duced, it was brought overland and 
by sea from Asia. 

| am constantly on the lookout for 
new ways to use ginger, but when 
baby ginger begun turning up in 
some specialty food stores recently, 
| was not impressed. Although more 
tender and less fibrous, it also has 
a less assertive flavor (and a higher 
price). | like the punch that mature 
ginger gives. 

On the other hand, pickled gin- 
ger is a wonderful ingredient, not 
only with sushi where it is most fa- 
miliar. Recently, | made an up-to-the- 
minute version of a traditional Chi- 
nese appetizer, tea-soaked deviled 
eggs, using minced pickled ginger, 
wasabi and crab. My now-grown chil- 
dren and their friends found this up- 
dated classic sophisticated and ap- 
pealing. 

If you thought deviled eggs were 
old hat, this version may change 
your mind. Hard-cooked egg yolks 
are blended with crab, wasabi and 
pickled ginger. Even the egg whites 
are tasty! As the peeled eggs are ex- 
posed to the air, the marble-pattern 
becomes more pronounced,

Put the eggs in a saucepan and 
cover with water. Bring just to a boil, 
then reduce the heat and gently sim- 
mer for 10 minutes. Lift out eggs with 
a slotted spoon and set aside; when 
cool enough to handle, gently roll 
them on a counter to crack the shells 
all over. Do not peel. 

Meanwhile, bring the 3 cups of 
water to a boil, add the tea bags and 
soy sauce, and steep for 5 minutes.

are getting into gift-giving with their 
home-canned items. ..

Sometimes too different. 

People call the company’s toll- 
free line (at (800) 240-3340, week- 
days 8:30 a.m.-4:30 p.m, ET) want- 
ing to know how to can all sorts of 
things, but Rorick still shakes her 
head over the caller who wanted to 
preserve kudzu, the ubiquitous, in- 
vasive vine that drapes much of the 
South. 

Mostly, though, the proliferation 
of exotica is about the sort of rest- 
less creativity that strikes many 
home cooks and gardeners. (Ror- 
ick believes an increase in garden- 
ing as a hobby has also resulted in 
an increase in gourmet canning.) 

Canning, on the face of it, is an 
intimidating process that many peo- 
ple have neither the time nor incli- 
nation to undertake. But once 
you've tried a batch or two of home- 
made jam, mastered the cleaning 
of the jars, the careful application 
of the lids and the boiling-water 
bath, the itch sets in. 

There's an urge to tinker, to put 
your creative stamp on the product. 

“It gives me so much pleasure 
to work through the seasons of the 
year and adapt my creativity to what 
nature is producing,” says Gutman, 
who grew up in Marin County and 
lived in Berkeley, Calif., before head- 
ing for the hills a little more than a 
decade ago. “There's constant fid- 
dling ... 

“It's never an exact science. 
That's the beauty of it. You have so 
tany factors.” 

And in Gutman’s case, sampling 
must be part of the fun. Her tipsy 
orange marmalade includes 2-3 cup 
scotch per batch. Dutch apple jam 
is flavored with schnapps. And her 
strawberry jam includes cham- 
pagne. 

Though the results might not be 
the same each time, the process of 
making jams, jellies and preserves 
is precise. It’s important to be overly 
careful for safety’s sake and to re- 
member that adjusting recipes can 
affect the product's shelf life. The 
balance of sugar, pectin and liquid 
or fruit is always important. 

But if you've moved beyond the 
familiar and are ready to tinker, how 


oring, optional 

Place herbs in a blender or food 
processor with water. Run machine 
to chop herbs briefly — being care- 
ful to avoid making a pulp, which 
can result in cloudy jelly. 

Scrape mixture into a large 
saucepan and heat to the boiling 
point over medium heat, stirring 
once or twice. Remove pan from 
heat, cover and let herbs infuse for 
15 minutes. 

Pour mixture into a very fine 
sieve set over a bowl or use an or- 
dinary sieve lined with a couple of 
layers of dampened cheesecloth. 
Drain off infusion, pressing on herb 
pieces, Discard the debris, Measure 
1 % cups of herb infusion into a 
rinsed-out saucepan. 

Stir in lemon juice or vinegar and 
sugar and bring mixture to a boil 
over high heat, stirring often until 
sugar has dissolved. When it 
reaches a full rolling boil (a boil that 
can't be stirred down), stir in pectin. 
When boiling resumes, boil mixture 
hard for exactly 1 minute. Remove 
pan from heat. 

Stir in green food coloring, if us- 
ing. Skim any foam from jelly and 
pour into hot, sterilized jars, leaving 
Ye-inch space at top. Apply lids and 
rings and process 10 minutes in a 
boiling-water bath.

Feeling daring? Jams and jellies 
that rely on hot peppers for kick are 


extremely popular. The sweet yel- 
low tomatoes soften the blow in this 
jam, which cooks long and slow 
since the recipe uses no pectin. 


do you go about it? 

Rorick cautions, “We take the 
position if you're working with a 
home-canning recipe, it does need 
to be a tested home-canning recipe. 
Home-canning is not like mixing up 
a casserole for dinner some 
evening. You have to have the 
proper temperature you process it 
at and the proper length of time.” 

Schaffer suggests starting with 
a basic recipe, such as a fresh herb 
jelly from one of her favorite re- 
sources, “Fancy Pantry” by Helen 
Witty. 

And how do you know what type 
of exotic ingredients make a tasty 
jelly? Mostly, it’s a matter of per- 
sonal taste. Schaffer, for instance, 
doesn't enjoy thyme-flavored jellies. 
And she notes that back-to-back vis- 
itors at her booths have reported 
that her rose petal jelly is either mild 
or too strong. 

A quick test of whether an in- 
gredient will work well in jelly is to 
make a bit of herbal tea with it and 
sweeten the tea, she says. “If you 
like it, great,” she says. “If not, then 
you learned without the waste of 
canning something you didn’t like. 
Nasturtiums are yummy in salads 
but taste dreadful as a jelly.” 

Do use organic, untreated herbs 
and flowers and make sure the flow- 
ers are indeed edible. Schaffer sug- 
gests checking at least two sources. 

Don’t make the mistake of using 
flowers or herbs without a strong 
scent; it affects the flavor of the jelly. 

“| try to make all my jellies 
strongly flavored, no wimpy jellies,” 
Schaffer says. 

But some herbal jellies can tip- 
toe over the line, becoming remi- 
niscent of scented bath products, 
she warns. 

“Follow your taste,” Gutman ad- 


YELLOW TOMATO JAM 

4 cups sugar 

Ys cup water 

6 cups tiny pear-shaped yellow 
tomatoes 

3 jalapeno chiles, seeded and 
finely chopped 

3 tablespoons fresh basil leaves 

3 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 

2 tablespoons distilled white 
vinegar 

In a 6-quart saucepan, combine 
sugar and water. Bring to a boil over 
medium heat and simmer until 
syrup reaches 234 degrees on a 
cooking thermometer.
